The Religions of Japan. 
(From the London Times.)

is not likely to force an anci- 

ent mythological faith on an unwilling 


country. 

You say that among the various Baddhist 
sects in Japan ‘‘that called Shin-shu merits 
attention as exbibiting remarkable ooinci- 
dences with Christianity. In the Shin-shu, 
as Sir E, Reed ta out, we not only have 
the doctrine of a Saviour taught, but with 
it the old Christian doctrine of justification 
by faith 1 ine ; but by faith not in Jesus, 
but in Buddha.” Alicw me to ob- 
serve that it would be difficult to imagine 
two characters more unlike than Amita 
Buddha and Christ. Amita, or, as he is 
more correctly called, Amitabha—i, ¢., 

ing of immeasurable light”—is the 
¢ five Dhyani Buddhas, who are 
far above even buch earthly trou an the 
creation or the government of the world. 
That is left to their ieattvas ; and the 
Bodhisattva of Amitabha is Padmapani, 
better known under his name of Avalokites- 
vaoe, the creator of this present perishable 
werld. There may be similarities between 
Avalokitesvara and Christ; bat no more 
than there cught to be. Thera are none be- 
tween Christ and Amitabha. 


You remark “‘that it may astonish the 
missionary societies over here to know that 
the representatives of this sect have high 
hopes of propagating their tenets smongz 

lishmen.”’ Perbaps it will astonish them 
still more to hear that two Buddhist priests 
of that eect, the Shin-shu, have for more 
than a year been established at Oxford, not, 
however, to gain converts for the religion of 
Amitabha, the Being of immeasurable light, 
but to learn Sanscrit. They came to me 
from Japan and have been hard at work 
learning, not only the ordinary Sansorit, but 
that peculiar dialect in which the sacred 
books of the northern Buddhists are written, 
and of which we have as yet neither gram- 
mar nor dicti . These sacred books 
were translated into Chinese, and from Chi- 
nese inte Japanese, and during that process 
of translation and retranslation they have 
undergone a good deal of deterioration. My 
pg Faery students are naturally anxious 
to to read their Bible in the original, 
and then to translate the most important 
texts of the northern Buddhist canon direct 
into Japanese; and hard as the work has 
been for them, I_must aay I have seldom had 
more devoted, more painstaking, and perse- 
vering pupils at Oxford. 
re whe a time, it seems, when the 
study of Sanscrit flourished in Japan. At 
t it is dearly, if not altogether, extinct. 
Phere are, however, ancient Sanecrit texts 
surviving in some of the temple libraries. 
They are written in an ancient and ve 
peculiar alphabet, the letters following eac 
other vertically, a¢ in Chinese. One of 
theae texts, which was sent to me to deci- 
a I have tried to restore to its crigi 
, and have sent it back to my fri in 
J with an ish translation and notes. 
It is the principal Satra on which the re. 
ligion of Amitabha ia founded. It was 
translated eleven times inte Chinese, and 
from Chinese into J . The original 
Sansocrit text, which was taken from India 
to China as early as the second century of 
out era, was lost. It has now been recover- 
ed in Japan, aod I am glad to sexy some other 
Sanscrit texts, too, have since come to light, 
both in Japan acd in China. A notice of 
the of these Sanscrit texts was 
iven in the “‘ Journal” of the Royal Asiatic 
Rociet . April, 1880; and I am just now 
carrying through the press s tuller account, 
to be blished in two forthcoming volumes 
of “Selected Essays.”
